SQUIRRELS KILL THE BIRDS, 


And Then Eat Them~— Singular Appetite 
for Fresh Meat. 

Those birds which bid defiance to 
Winter in the trees of Central park 
are having a hard time of it; says the 
New York Herald. During the fall and 
summer they are persecuted by cats, 
but another and far more dangerous 
enemy now threatens the birds with 
wholesale destruction. This new ene- 
amy is the tree neighbor of the birds, 
the gay and festive squirrel, which is 
evidently most voracious this season, 
an@ which, formerly a vegetarian, with 
bird’s eggs as his solitary departure 
into the domain of carnivora, has ac- 
quired a passionate taste for bird flesh. 
At least, the sauirrel is accused of 
killing the birds, and the most con- 
clusive circumstantial evidence is of- 
fered to sustain the charge. High up 
in the forks of the tree tops in va 
rious places are found the half de- 
voured remains of sparrows and other 
birds. It would be impossible for a cat 
to rest upon such fragile twigs, nor is 
it the nature of that animal to feast 
upon its prey at such an elevation.

Editor Evening Times: 

I was extremely pleased with the 
presentation of the subject of ‘‘The 
Single Tax” by M. L. Miggett before 
the busniess men’s class Sunday 
morning. It was an able, concise and 


‘almost convincing’ argument. Like 


all reforms which are an innovation up- 
on existing conditions, this will neces- 
sarily have to counteract the set views 
and prejudices of present methods. The 
single tax system, as presented by Mr. 
Miggett, sounds well asa theory. How 
will it act in practice? 
What this age wants is light. Let it 
Shine in from whatever source it 
comes. If there is any virtue in the 
Single tax system we want to know it. 
There is, however, a marked difference 


between a theory and a practice. How | & 


will this system work in practice? As 
a preliminary to some light upon the 
subject I wish to ask éne question and 
premise it by a short statement.” 

As I understand Mr. Miggett, the 


theory he advocates, if adopted, will | 


leave the whole burden of taxation 
upon the land values. The government 
will receive no revenues from any other 
source except the land values. Since all 
the revenue which is now derived from 
stocks, railway earnings, houses, Mon- 
eys, licenses, etc., will be withdrawn, 
the land will have to stand the deficit, 
since the government must ‘be run and 
all its needs must be mei someanvay. 
This will make the tax on land so high 
that those who have vacant property 
will either have to build or give up the 
land to the public. To! build would be 
folly, since it would overstock the mar- 
ket (already now overcrowded with 
empty houses in most places), aS no one 
will invest his money ‘unless there is 
some prospect of a reasonable return. 
The tand will then go hack to the gov- 
ernment. Now, all the valuable vacant 
land in cities, towns, etce., which now 
bears its stare of taxation will be with- 
drawn from the tax. list. and the re- 
mainder of the land will mecessarily 
have to stand the extra amount. The 
government, of course, will pay no tax 
on the land which has thus been thrown 
on its hands. I would like to know how 
it will be possible for tre land which is 
left in the hands of private individuals 
to run all the expense of the national, 
state and municipal government? How 
will a poor man beable to risk putting 
his hard earned money in a home when 
the ultimate result cannot but be that 
the taxes will eat it up, even though he 
obtain the land for nothing? If this sys- 
tem is adopted will not the land slowly 
put surely revert back to the govern- 
ment, and the more land which revérts 
to the government the greater the tax 
on the land which remains in the hands 
of private individuals... , 

I understand that ït is one of the

Not only must ‘the gospel be 
proclaimed as an individual salvation 
but also as a social ‘salvation. ‘The 
most fundamental laws of our Society 
must be brought into harmony ‘with 
natural law, which is Divine law, which 
again is Christian law, or Christianity 
is not true. A superficial examination 
of modern society will not suffice for 
the task in hand. We must go to first 
principles. Right at the base of all so- 
cial existence is the question of man’s 
relation to the earth upon which he 
lives, and the methods of dealing with 
that relation. If man is denied access 
to land he cannot exist, for he is a land 
animal. He cannot breathe the air, en- 
joy the sunshine or fish in the sea with- 
out a foothold upon the tand. ` Just in 
proportion as he is denied access to 
iand, or pays tribute for access to land 
to a landholder, iis he denied his di- 
vinely given birthright and is natural 
and Divine law violated: ‘The ‘‘thus 
saith the Lord” of the Mosaic economy 
is, “The land shall not be sold forever,

SQUIRRELS KILL THE BIRDS, 


The year 


And Then Eat Them— Singular Appetite 
for Fresh Meat. 

Those birds which bid defiance to 
winter in the trees of Central park 
are having a hard time of it; says the 
New York Herald. During the fall and 
summer they are persecuted by cats, 
but another and far more dangerous 
enemy now threatens the birds with 
wholesale destruction. This new ene- 
any is the tree neighbor of the birds, 
the gay and festive squirrel, which is 
evidently most voracious this season, 
an@ which, formerly a vegetarian, with 
bird’s eggs as his solitary departure 
into the domain of carnivora, has ac- 
quired a passionate taste for bird flesh. 
At least, the squirrel is accused of 
killing the birds, and the most con- 
clusive circumstantial evidence is of- 
fered to sustain the charge. High up 
in the forks of the tree tops in va- 
rious places are found the half de- 
voured remains of sparrows and other 
birds. It would be impossible for a cat 
to rest upon such fragile twigs, nor is 
it the nature of that animal to feast 
upon its prey at such an elevation. 
There is no known anima} other than 
the squirrel in Central park capable of 
reaching the high tree tops, and so it 
is generally accepted that it is the 
squirrel which is working havoc 
among the birds. Another thing as 
singular as the squirrel’s appetite for 
fresh meat, is that in order to secure 
it his habits must undergo a radical 
change. It is almost impossible for 
him to capture the birds in daylight, as 
their movements are far more rapid 
than his own. They must be taken ex- 
tlusively at night, and bird hunting 
now bids fair to class the squirrel with 
those foraging animals known as noc- 
turnal,

As I understand Mr. Miggett, the

The government 
will receive no revenues from any other 
source except the land values. Since all 
the revenue which is now derived from 
stocks, railway earnings, houses, mon- 
eys, licenses, etc., will be withdrawn, 
the land will have to stand the deficit, 
Since the government must be run and 
all its needs must be met someway. 
This will make the tax on land so high 
that those who have vacant property 
will either have to build or give up the 
land to the public. To! build would be 
folly, since it would overstock the mar- 
ket (already now overcrowded with 
empty houses in most places), as no one 
will invest his money junless there is 
some prospect of a reasonable return. 
The tand will then go back to the gov- 
ernment. Now, all the valuable vacant 
land in cities, towns, ete., which now 
bears its stare of taxation will be with- 
drawn from the tax. lict: and the re- 
mainder of the land will necessarily 
have to stand the extra amount. The 
government, of course, will pay no tax 
on the land which has thus been thrown 
on its hands. I would like to know how 
it will be possible for tie land which is 
left in the hands of private individuals 
to run all the expense of the national, 
state and municipal government? How 
will a poor man be ‘able to risk putting 
his hard earned money in a home when 
the ultimate result cannot but be that 
the taxes will eat it up, even though he 
obtain the land for nothing? If this sys- 
tem is adopted will not the land slowly 
but surely revert back to the govern- 
ment, and the more land which revérts 
to the government the greater the tax 
on the land which remains in the hands 
of private individuals... : 
I understand that it is one of the 
views of men who represent this sys- 
tem, that the land should belong to the 
government. If this sso, how will the 
machinery for running the government 
and the money needed: be met?

SAUERKRAUT AS AN APPETIZER 


Best Thing in the World for a 
Sick Cow. 
&. reporter who spent Christmas 


among the Pennsylvania Germans of 
Lancaster county discovered what will 
probably be to most people a dis- 
tinctively new use for saverkraut; a 
native production of old Lancaster and 
a staple article of food, says the Pitts- 
burg Times. He had ealled to see an 
old friend who keeps à dairy, and 
found the: dairyman in the act of tak 
ing great bunches.of succulent cab- 
bage from a barrel in the cellar. The 
odor pervaded the neighborhood and 
made glad the nostrils of every true 
and loyal Pennsylvania. ‘‘Dutechman”’ 
within a distance of about half a mile. 
The reporter was astonished when the 
dairyman picked up a bucketful of 
sauerkraut. and carried it to his cow 
stables, The second animal in the long 
row of stalls was a big, strong-boned 
cow. Her head was hanging low un- 
der the manger, although there was a 
plentiful supply of hay in= the rack 
above: Her ears had a dejected droop 
and her eyes were half-closed. She 
was evidently a very sick cow at a 
time when she should have been’ in 
good spirits, for among the Pennsyl- 
vania Germans it is still a popular be- 
lief that on Christmas eve the cows 
in their stalls may be heard to talk to 
each other of the great event the day 
ccmmemorates. The bucketful of 
sauerkraut was dumped into the man- 
ger. The cow, by some peculiar sys- 
tem of feeding, first gave evidence of 
her appreciation by slowly switching 
her tail, which had before hung limp 
and lifeless. Then she raised “her head, 
poked her great muzzle into the kraut 
and slowly began to munch the stuff. 
Fifteen minutes later she looked quite 
happy. ‘She had eaten all the kraut, 
and was taking great mouthfuls of the 
hay. The dairyman said sauerkraut 
had long been known as one of the 
best things in the world to give a 
sick cow an appetite.

Michigan Telephone Co, 


ARE MARVELOUS MARKSMEN. 


Native Texans Said to Be Wonders 
With a Rifle. 


There are probably no marksmen ir 
the world whose aim is so accurate 
and deadly as that of the born Texan. 
Even in Texas, where a boy abandons 
his toys for a rifle or revolver, there 
has never been such a marvelous 
marksman as Joseph ‘Tumlinson, 
whost name inspired such terror some 
years ago. No man who “stood up 
against?” him ever lived to fire a sec- 
ond shot, and it used to be said, grim- 
ly enough, that he had several private 
graveyards of his own. 

Many of Tumlinson’s shooting feats 
would be incredible if they were not 
witnessed by so many. A favorite feat 
was to throw two Mexicans dollars in- 
to the air, and with a revolver in each 
hand, send a bullet through both be- 
fore they touch the ground. Riding at 
a gallop, he would “write his initials” 
on a tree with a six-shooter; and with 
a Winchester he would send a bullet 
through the head of a quail, a duck or 
a goose in full fight. 

At a distance of 50 yards he could 
bore a hole through the center of a 
card thrown into the air, and he could, 
at the same distance, strike the edge 
of a plate with half a bullet. With 
such a marksman as this, it was quite 
sufficient for an opponent to say which 
particular button of his coat he wished 
the bullet to hit for his wish to be 
gratified.. 

Another marvelous Texan shot is a 
youth called Petmeeky, the son of a 
gunsmith. As a single-ball shot, there 
is probably no man living who can 
compare with him, unless it be an- 
other Texan, Adolph Toepperwein, 
who is astonishing the world by draw- 
ing portraits by a rapid succession of 
bDullet-shots. — 

Young Petmeeky thinks nothing of 
snuffing a candle 50 yards away with 
a ball from his Winchester rife. At 
the same distance he can hit the edge 
of a knife, or bore a hole through a sil- 
ver dollar.: His most difficult . feat, 
however, is probably unrivalled. He 
throws a brick into the air, breaks it 
with one shot, and with two succeed- 
ing shots shatters the two separate 
fragments before they reach the earth. 
His rapidity of firing is so great that, 
as the Texans say, he almost “melts 


the bullets together in the barrel.”

CAPT. GRANGER 


Is Doing Some Fine Work in 
_ Cuba. 


Col. Gardner Has Placed $1,000 in 
His Hands to Renovate the Bar- 
racks and Finds It Unnecessary to 
Superintend the Captain’s Work. 


The following correspondence appears 
in last evening’s Detroit Journal: 

During the last few days Col. Garden- 
er has been visiting the places where 
his troops are to be stationed, and lay- 
ing out the work for the repair of þar- 
racks, Today he visited the camp of Co. 
A, Captain Granger’s command. Co. A 
is camped in its large hospital tents be- 
tween two long barracks formerly used 
by the Spanish soldiers. There are four 
baracks in the grounds, one with a tile 
roof and three thatched with palm 
leaves. It is the plan to rethatch the 
roofs, clean the buildings, scrub the 
floors, disinfect with corrosive sublim- 
ate and bichloride solution, and then 
whitewash the buildings inside and out. 
This process will kill all the germs and 
insects, and place the building in habit- 
able condition. Col. Gardener placed 
$1,000 in the hands of Capt. Granger 
with which to prosecute the work. It 
is expected that nearly 100 Cubans will 
be emiployed, and that everything will 
be acocmplished in three weeks. Two 


companies will be placed in the building 


with a tile roof, one each in two of the 
thatched buildings, and the third will 
be converted into dispensary and hos- 
pital. Partitions will be made in the 
buildings, making rooms for officers’ 
quarters and the first sergeants’ offices. 
When the work is completed the ‘three 
remaining companies of the battalion at 
Amaro will be sent hire, 

Col, Gardener was well pleased with 
the condition of the grounds and the 
general appearance of Co. A’s little 
camp. He had intended to stay at 
Placetas after two days, but after find- 
ing that Capt. Granger had the work 
so well in hand, left on the afternoon 
train for Caiiberien, where he will try to 
lease a place.(there for two companies. 

Col. Gardener said today that he ex- 
pected to have the regiment back in 
Michigan by the middle of May. He 
fears that there will be a great deal of 
sickness if the regiment returns ,before 
spring is well along, The majority of 
the men do not want to go héme just 
now, but they would like to have a 
definite date set and be mustered out 
before June 1. 


“CUBA A NEW FIELD FOR SPORT 


Huntsmen Will Soon Go There for Boar 
and Wiild Birds. 

Hunting in Cuba will be a fashion 
able sport some of these days, because 
Cuba is a great game country, and the 
kind of game found there gives the 
best of sport. There are deer, which 
come to the edges of the openings and 
clearings at dusk and dawn to feed, 
Countless flocks of pigeons and doves 
bed the branches of the trees by their 
weight. There are long, thick snakeg 
fit to try’ a sportsman’s skill with a 
gun or rifle—snakes that furnish beau- 
tifully mottled skins for trophies. Wilg 
boars live in the dense wooden brush, 
and it takes a hardy man to face a 
wounded one. There are wild dogs, 
too, and many birds of the most beau: 
tiful plumage. Wild fowls are found 
on all the streams, in the thickets live 
large birds, chiefly guinea hens. Inci- 
dentally hordes of stray outlaws may 
add to the excitement of a hunt during 
the next few years. 
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TE DEVIL 


Col. Bob Iugərsoll, the Self- 
Styled Iconoclast, 


Lectured at the Athens Theatre Last 
Night Upon the Subject That He 
Will Be Thoroughly Acquainted 
With When He Dies. | 


A packed gallery, well filled dress 
circle and a half-deserted parquet greet- 
ed Bob Ingersoll, the self-styled ‘‘Icon- 
oclast,’’ at the opera house last evening 
ta listen to him talk upon a subject that 
he will be thoroughly acquainted with 
when he dies—“The Devil.” 

The public had been promised a new 
lecture by the celebrated atheist and, 
while it necessarily followed the same 
old lines which he has covered many 
times in this city, there were some new 
creations. But there was the same old 
Ingersollian chuckle, inimitable and 
freighted with the bitter ridicule for 
which it is famous; there was present 
the same blasphemous Irony in 
references to the Supreme Being that 
made his audience again shudder and 
wonder how he dared; and there was 
the same wonderfully rounded sen- 


and dangerous man that he is. ~ 

A brief synopsis of his lecture is as 
follows: | 

Take the devil from the pone of 
pain—and the foundation is gone. The 
devil is the keystone of the arch. If 
there had been no devil there would 
have ‘been no Christ. If there had been |. 
no Christ there would have been no 


salvation. We have had devils in all 
times and among all religions. The 
Persians,. Greeks, Egyptians, Hindoos 


and others. hade some one in their re- 
ligious scheme who corresponded to the 
‘devil of the Christians. They came nat- 
urally enough; they were produced by 
the superstitions of the times, and took 
their color from the characteristics of 
people’s minds at the time. 

Some ministers say that while they 
believe in the existence of the devil 


sonification of evil, They cannot dodge 
the question in that manner. If they 
believe in the Bible they. must believe 
in the’ devil as a sentient being with a 
personality. A personification of evil 
could not have assumed the form of a 
serpent and corrupted Eve. A person- 
ification of evil could not have tempted 
Christ and have done all the countless 
deeds attributed to him. We must 
either cast aside the whole devil theory 
as a Biblical myth, or swallow it whole. 
The devils that Christ cast out could 
not have been personifications. of evil, 
for they called out to Him. 
Still, the devil is not'a bad fellow. If 
it had not been for him we would never 
have worn clothes.. We would never 
have known anything, for he showed us 
the tree of knowledge. We would never 
have lived, for as the people who came 
before us on the earth would never have 
died, and ‘there would ‘have been no 
room for us. The devil has really been 
very much abused. 

The reason':why the ministers of to- 
day say that they do not believe in the 
devil as a personality - i$ because they 
do not believe in him at all.

Cuba. 


Col. Gardner Has Placed $1,000 in 
His Hands to Renovate the Bar- 
racks and Finds It Unnecessary to 
Superintend the Captain’s Work. 


The following correspondence appears 
in last evening’s Detroit Journal: 

During the last few days Col. Garden- 
er has been visiting the places where 
his troops are to be stationed, and lay- 
ing out the ‘work for the repair of bar- 
racks, ‘Today he visited the camp of Co. 
A, Captain Gran'ger’s command. Co. A 
is camped in its large hospital tents be- 
tween two long barracks formerly used 
by the Spanish soldiers. There are four 
baracks in the grounds, one with a tile 
roof and three thatched with palm 
leaves. It is the plan to rethatch the 
roofs, clean the buildings, scrub the 
floors, disinfect with corrosive sublim- 
ate and bichloride solution, and then 
whitewash the buildings inside and out. 
This process will kill all the germs and 
insects, and place the building in habit- 
able condition. Col. Gardener placed 
$1,000 in the hands of Capt. Granger 
with which to prosecute the work. It 
is expected that nearly 100 Cubans will 
be emiployed, and that everything will 
be acocmplished in three weeks. Two 
companies will be placed in the building 
with a tile roof, one each in two of the 


thatched buildings, and the third will- 


be converted into dispensary and hos- 
pital. Partitions will be made in the 
buildings, making rooms for officers’ 
quarters and the first sergeants’ offices. 
When the work is completed the three 
remaining companies of the battalion at 
Amaro will be sent here. 

Col, Gardener was well pleased with 
the condition of the grounds and the 
general appearance of Co. A’s little 
camp. He had intended to stay at 
Placetas after two days, but after find- 
ing that Capt. Granger had the work 
SO well in hand, left on the afternoon 
train for Caiberien, where he will try to 
lease a place.'there for two companies. 

Col. Gardener said today that he ex- 
pected to have the regiment back in 
Michigan by the middle of May. He 
fears that there will be a great deal of 
sickness if the regiment returns before 
spring is well along, The majority of 
the men do not want to go héme just 
now, but they would like to have a 
definite date set and be mustered out 
before June 1.

Still, the devil is not’a bad fellow. Tf 
it had not been for him we would never 
have worn clothes.. We would never 
have known anything, for he showed us 
the tree of Knowledge. We would never 
have lived, “for as the people wh © caime 
before us on the earth would never have 
died, and ‘there would ‘have been no 
room for us. The devil has really been 
very much abused. 

The reason:why the ministers of to- 
day say that they do not believe in the 
devil as a personality -is because they 
do not believe in him at all. Where 
does he live? How does he exist? How 
did he happen to fall? He was in per- 
fectly good society from all accounts.

IMPORTANT MEAUSURES 


Adopted at Last Eveming’s Council 
Sieeting. 

Promptly at 8:10 last evening the 
clerk removed his hat and ihe council 
was called to order. Alds. Lamb and 
Meanwell were on the list of absent<es, 
but otherwise no untoward event dis- 
turbed the serenity of the meeting. 

The formal acceptance of the fran- 
chise for the proposed electric road to 
Saline was made by Messrs. H. P. 
Glover and Robt. Hemphill. 

A number of property owners on Riv- 
er st. presented a petition to the effect 
that the street railway called for by the 
D., Y. & A. A. charter is not wanted. 
They said that there would be no pat- 
ronage for it and that “it would only 
lumber up our beautiful street with a 
useless obstruction.” On motion was 
referred to the committee on streets 
and walks, together wtih the city at- 
torney, to report at the next meeting. 

The committee on streets anid walks 
recommended ‘that the sidewalks peti- 
tioned for on Factory st. before the res- 
idence of James Hill, and on east side 
of Hawkins st. throughout its entire 
length, be built. Accepted and adopted 
by council. 

A claim of $55.51 was presented, to re- 
place glass broken in, the place of Geo. 
Ament by city workmen. Referred to 
committee of ways and means, with 
power to act. 

Council took five minutes’ recess tə 
inspect the coupons on city bonds, 
which had recently been redeemed. 

Resolution by Ald. Moore that the 
street commissioner put in proper con- 
dition Clark st.; also repair and replace 
that portion of J. L. Foerster’s fence 
which had been undermined; also to 
remove surface dirt and put city gravel 
pit in condition to be used. 

Ald. Worden: “I would like to know 
what we are going to do about that 
gravel pit?” 

Ald. Moore: “I have been down there 
and I can tell you that it is absolutely 
necessary that the pit be put in good 
condition, so that we may get gravel 
from it without undermining the bank.” 

Ald. Worden: “How much will it cost 
to fix up the pit as you wish; a hundred 
dollars ?’’ 

Ald. Moore: “I should think so.” 

Ald. Davis: “When it gets to making 
parks out of gravel pits I think some- 
thing is wrong. Why. it ought not to 
cost more than $25 to get that -pit--in 
good shape.” PAN 

On request the resolution was divided 
into two sections. The first was carried 
unanimously, but the second, in regard 
to the improving of the gravel pit, was 
defeated by one vote. 

Resolution by Ald. Van Fossen: That 
a committee of three be appointed with 
the city attorney to investigate and re- 
port at next meeting 
steps to be taken tin commencing the 
paving of Congress st. This committee 
is also to confer with telegraph and 
telephone companies to ascertain what 
will be done with their poles in case 
the street is paved. The resolution was 
carried without opposition, and the 
mayor appointed on the committee Alds. 
Van Fossen, Dawson and Worden. 

Ald. Worden made himself the hero 
of the occasion by presenting the reso- 
lution that at the cominz spring elec- 
tion the following quescions be voted 
upon: (1) “That the city of Ypsilanti 


‘build a city hall, the entire cost of erec- 


tion not to exceed $10,000"; (2) “That 
the wooden sheds on the north side of 
Congress st. be removed.” These ques- 
tions are, both of them, of paramount 
importance to the city, but absolutely 
no discussion was given them by the 
aldermen. The questions were put and 
received favorable action, but not a 
was said pro or con. | ;

that portion of J. L. Foerster’s fence 
which had been undermined; also to 
remove surface dirt and put city gravel 
pit in condition to be used. 

Ald. Worden: “I would like to know 
what we are going to do about that 
gravel pit?” 

Ald. Moore: “I have been down there 
and I can tell you that it is absolutely 
necessary that the pit be put in good 
condition, so that we may get gravel 
from it without undermining the bank.” 

Ald. Worden: “How much will it cost 
to fix up the pit as you wish; a hundred 
dollars ?’’ 

Ald. Moore: “I should think so.” 

Ald. Davis: ‘When it gets to making 
parks out of gravel pits I think some- 
thing is wrong. Why. it ought not to 
cost more than $25 to get that--pit-in 
good shape.’’ TEN 

On request the resolution was divided 
into two sections. The first was carried 
unanimously, but the second, in regard 
to the improving ofthe gravel pit, was 
defeated by one vote. 

Resolution by Ald: Van Fossen: That 
a committee of three be appointed with 
the city attorney to investigate and re- 
port at next meeting ‘the neGessary 
steps to be taken in commencing the 
paving of Congress st. This committee 
is also to confer with telegraph and 
telephone companies to ascertain what 
will Ibe done with their poles in case 
the street is paved. The resolution was 
carried without. opposition, and the 
mayor appointed on the committee Alds. 
Van Fossen, Dawson and Worden. 

Ald. Worden made himself the hero 
of the occasion by: presenting the reso- 
lution that at the cominz spring elec- 
tion the following quescions be voted 
upon: (1) “That the city of Ypsilanti 


‘build a city hall, the entire cost of erec- 


tion not to exceed $10,000"; (2) “That 
the wooden sheds on the north side of 
Congress st. be removed.’ These ques- 
tions are, both of them, of paramount 
importance to the city, but absolutely 
no discussion was given them by the 
aldermen. The questions were put and 
received favorable action, but not a 
was said pro or con. 

‘Ald. Van Fossen exploded a bomb in 
the camp of his political rival, R. D. 
Roys, the candidate for iiomination of 
Alderman for the Second, by offering 
a resolution that he be instructed to 
repair the walk before his property on 
Pearl st. ‘After an intense, awed si- 
lence, someone supported the résolu- 
tion and it was put to vote and half- 
heartedly carried, 

‘A short recess was taken, 
council proceeded: to organize into a 
registration committee, Considerable 
time was consumed in debating over 
the time of day over said registration, 
but after a number of false moves. it 
was finally seen that the only way to do 
was to follow the city charter and open 
the polls at 8 a. m. and close at 4 p. m. 
Alds. Van Fossen, Milo B. Schaffer and 
Huston were elected ‘‘commissioners of 
election,’ after which the board ad- 
journed. The council again convened 
and immediately adjourned.
